To  the  Huntingdon  Rural  District  Council 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

l have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  fourth  Annual  Report 
on  the  sanitary  conditions  of  the  District  for  the  year  ending 
31st  December,  1961. 

The  area  is  situated  mainly  in  the  west  centre  of  Hun- 
tingdonshire, extending  approximately  13  miles  to  the  west 
and  10  miles  to  the  north  of  the  County  Town. 


The  population  are 
its  associated  industries, 
there  are  a large  number 
personnel  resident  in  the 


mostly  engaged  in  agriculture  and 
The  District  contains  airfields,  and 
of  British  and  American  Air  Force 
area. 


The  population  mid-year  estimate,  supplied  by  the 
Registrar  General,  gives  a figure  of  14.370. 

The  health  of  the  District  has  been  very  good  throughout 
the  year.  At  the  start  of  the  year  there  was  an  epidemic 
of  Measles,  chiefly  affecting  children  who  had  just  commenced 
school.  The  village  of  Sawtry  was  particularly  affected. 


A triple  vaccine  is  now  in  use,  which  immunises  against 
Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus  in  one  course 
of  three  injections.  This  is  very  convenient.  Although  only 
about  40  persons  in  the  country  die  each  year  of  tetanus,  it 
is  always  possible  for  it  to  occur  after  an  accident  on  the 
roads,  or  in  the  fields,  where  the  skin  surface  has  been 
broken. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  immunisation  against  poliomy- 
elitis was  about  to  change  from  the  injection  method  to  the 
new  scheme  of  giving  the  vaccine  by  mouth,  on  sugar  or  in 
syrup. 

The  live  birth  rate  (20.25)  is  higher  than  it  has  been 
for  many  years,  and  when  adjusted  it  becomes  26.  < per 
thousand  as  compared  to  a national  average  of  17.4  per 
thousand. 
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The  crude  death  rate  of  6.7  per  thousand  is  extremely 
low,  and  when  adjusted  it  is  still  only  9.5  as  compared  with 
a national  average  of  12  per  thousand. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  rate  is  again  rather  high,  but  the 
still-birth  rate  for  the  year  is  below  the  average. 

Steady  progress  has  again  been  made  in  the  demolition 
of  unfit  property.  33  Demolition  Orders  were  made  and  19 
houses  were  actually  demolished. 

Seventeen  dwellings  were  completed  by  the  Council 
during  the  year,  fifty-five  others  being  built  in  the  District, 
a total  of  72  in  all. 


There  are  still  774  houses  in  the  area  with  pail  closets. 
It  is  most  desirable  that  these  should  be  altered  to  W.C.’s 
as  soon  as  is  practicable,  although  it  is  appreciated  that 
only  the  provision  of  sewers  and  sewage  disposal  works 
provide  an  adequate  solution. 

The  Caravan  Sites  and  Development  Act,  1960,  has 
greatly  improved  the  conditions  on  the  sites.  This  legisla- 
tion was  urgently  needed,  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  learn 
that  generally  speaking  the  Public  Health  Inspector  is  able 
to  get  compliance  with  the  conditions  without  too  much 
difficulty. 


The  new  private  Slaughter  House  at  Sawtry  is  running 
satisfactorily.  The  number  of  animals  killed  is  not  excessive, 
and  the  Public  Health  Inspector  is  able  to  cope  with  the 
number  of  carcases  to  be  inspected.

In  issuing  the  factors, 
allowance  is  made  for  any  unusual  distribution  of  age  groups 
in  the  population — for  instance,  a large  number  of  Air  Force 
personnel  being  resident.

I here  has  been  a great  improvement  in  the  facilities  provided,  the  order- 
liness and  the  conduct  of  the  multiple  sites.  There  has  been  very  little  dif- 
ficulty in  ensuring  that  the  standard  conditions  imposed  by  the  licences  have 
been  carried  out  and  maintained.  There  have  been  slight  differences  of 
opinion  on  the  interpretation  of  some  of  the  conditions,  but  none  that  have 
not  been  resolved. 


Frequently  the  owners  of  single  caravans  object  to  the  conditions  im- 
posed by  licences  since  it  can  be  expensive  to  comply  with  all  the  require- 
ments. However,  it  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  enforce  the  provisions 
of  the  new  Act  by  means  other  than  persuasion.

During  the  year  it  was  decided  that,  so  far  as  possible,  pest  control  con- 
tracts should  commence  in  the  months  of  October,  November  and  December. 
This  course  was  taken  in  view  of  the  difficulty  in  persuading  owners  to  re- 
new contracts  at  a time  when  rats  were  not  in  evidence.  Consideration  was 
also  given  to  the  charges  made  for  pest  control  services  and  it  was  decided 
io  increase  those  charges  to  £1  per  hour  for  spot  treatments,  the  same  sum 
being  used  as  a basis  for  estimating  contract  prices

UNFIT  HOUSES 

The  total  number  of  houses  which  have  been  the  subject 
of  action  under  the  Housing  Acts  is  now  205..  Of  these  un- 
dertakings have  been  accepted  in  the  case  of  12,  and  the 
properties  actually  demolished  127.  The  progress  in  this 
branch  of  the  work  is  on  a par  with  that  envisaged  in 
1955  at  the  commencement  of  this  phase  of  slum  clearance. 


IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS 

Applications  for  Discretionary  Grants  in  respect  of  22 
properties  were  received  and  improvement  work  on  eleven 
dwelling-houses  was  completed.  The  Council’s  share  in  the 
cost  of  these  improvements  was  £4,428. 

So  far  as  Standard  Grants  are  concerned  thirteen  houses 
were  improved,  the  cost  to  the  Council  being  £1,266.
